To  The  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee. 

Gentleman, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the  Memorandum  dated  1912,  my 
Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Litherland,  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1920. 

In  this  year’s  statistics  the  figure  of  17,500 — as  supplied  by 
the  Registrar  General — has  been  used  for  the  estimated  population. 

The  Health  of  the  District  during  the  year  has  been  fairly  sat¬ 
isfactory.  The  death  rate  for  residents  registered  in  the  District  was 
8  85,  and  including  residents  who  died  outside  the  District  13  2,  this 
being  the  lowest  death  rate  since  1912. 

The  number  of  Infectious  cases  notified  was  104,  as  against  259 
during  the  previous  year  and  only  58  were  removed  to  hospital  com¬ 
pared  with  133  in  1919,  No  deaths  occurred  from  Influenza. 

In  the  District  there  are  a  number  of  houses  unfit  for  human 
habitation  but  which  could  be  rendered  fit  by  sanitary  alterations. 
Notices  are  being  served  under  the  Housing  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act 
1919,  and  it  is  hoped  during  the  coming  year  to  deal  with  the  whole  of 
the  property  coming  under  this  category. 

Since  the  year  1911,  only  9  new  houses  have  been  erected  in 
the  District. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  3055  houses  of  Artisan  type. 
These  include  16  back  to-back  dwellings.  A  large  portion  of  these 
houses  have  only  two  bedrooms  and  in  many  cases  are  occupied  by  two 
families  or  more.  There  is  serious  overcrowding.  The  Council  have 
made  every  possible  endeavour  to  build  houses  under  the  1919  Act,  but 
the  scheme  has  been  continually  held  back  by  the  Housing  Commissioner 
Several  hundred  persons  engaged  at  work  in  the  District  have  to  reside 
in  other  Districts.  New  Factories  are  being  erected  which  will  employ 
several  hundred  additional  workpeople  and  unless  houses  are  speedily 
built  serious  inconvenience,  hardship  and  overcrowding  will  increase. 
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Refuse  Disposal.  The  present  system  of  dumping  house  refuse 
on  agricultural  land  in  the  District  is  not  desirable  and  a  more  up-to- 
date  and  hygienic  method  should  be  adopted,  by  either  pulverising  the 
refuse  or  burning  in  a  refuse  destructor.  The  District  contains  1.783 
fixed  ashpits,  the  majority  of  which  are  insanitary  and  should  be  re¬ 
placed  by  ashbins.  It  is  desirable  that  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse 
should  be  adopted  and  that  the  tipping  of  house  refuse  into  the  street  should 
be  abandoned — a  basket  collection  being  substituted  or  preferably  the 
refuse  should  be  tipped  directly  into  a  standing  cart. 

Flooding  by  Sewage,  of  the  lower  portion  of  the  town  is  still  pre¬ 
valent  and  it  is  hoped  that  steps  will  be  taken  to  prevent  this  menace 
to  health. 

The  traffic  in  the  District  is  conjested;  Linacre  Road  in  partic¬ 
ular,  is  a  source  of  danger  to  pedestrians  For  this  reason  a  suitable 
Arterial  Road  should  be  constructed,  and  I  trust  the  Hawthorne  Road 
Development  Scheme  will  be  proceeded  with.

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OFFENSIVE  TRADES,  These  are  represented  by  one  tripe- 
dresser  and  four  fellmongers.  The  written  consent  of  the  Local  Auth¬ 
ority  as  to  the  establishment  of  these  trades  has  been  obtained  The 
trades  are  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

BAKEHOUSES: —  There  are  8  in  number;  all  are  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  condition,  and  are  well  conducted. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  and  MILKSHOPS:—  There  are  9 
eowkeepers  and  dairymen,  and  7  milkshops  within  the  District.  The 
premises  are  visited  periodically,  and  a  constant  supervision  is  main¬ 
tained. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES: —  Only  one  “registered”  slaughter 
house  exists  within  the  District,  practically  the  whole  of  the  meat  supply 
coming  into  the  District,  from  the  Birkenhead  and  Liverpool  Lairages 

FISH  FRYING  SHOPS:—  There  are  11  fish  and  chipped 
potato  vendors  established  within  the  District.  A  constant  supervision 
has  to  be  maintained  in  respect  to  these  establishments,  in  order  to  en¬ 
sure  a  cleanly  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises,  utensils,  and 
surroundings.
